The Paris correspondent of the New 
Orleans Picayune writes: 
The night 
of the severest snow storm here it was 
impossible to sleep, so angrily howled 
the wind, 90 continuous was the noise 
made by the flakes as they beat against 
window panes. That night 200 vehicles 
stayed till daybreak in the street unable 
to budge, ignorant of their position. 
Care was taken this year to avoid tho 
blockade we underwent last year. Paris 
was divided into twenty-nine districts, 
which some time since were let to the 
bidder who undertook to clear them of 
snow in the shortest time. 
He agreed 
to provide so many carts, so many 
horses, so many workmen with shovels, 
under penalty of a heavy fine for each 
cart, each horse and each workman un­ 
der the agreed number. 
Beside, tho 
5,000 road menders, street sweepers and 
pavers were divided into forty-eight 
divisions, each under experienced men. 
The streets were arranged into three 
classes: streets of active circulation 
from these every flake of snow was re­ 
moved ; streets of mean circulation—in 
these snow was removed from the street 
and pUed near tho curbstones of each 
side; streets of small circulation—in 
these snow was piled near the curb­ 
stones of one side; each gang master 
had a map of his district given him, with 
streets of active circulation colored red; 
streets of mean circulation colored blue; 
streets of small circulation colored yel­ 
low. 
The sidewalks were cleared by 
tenants. In this one night 11,703,000 
cubic yards of snow fell. The cost of re­ 
moving the snow this year has not been 
given; last year it cost Paris $700,000. 
The suburban theaters are managed, 
those north of Paris bv- one, those east 
by another, those south by a third, those 
west by a fourth manager. The com­ 
panies play one night here, next night 
there, and so on, returning nightly to 
Paris. 
The snow storm prevented 
their reaching tho station in time for 
the last train. Ignorant of the country, 
blinded by the snow and by the com 
plete darkness, they wandered for hours 
until some good soul showed them the 
way to the village._________ 


—Liberal manuring on poor soil al­ 
ways pays. 
—A piece of muslin put next to every 
layer of leather in a sole will prevent 
the shoe from squeaking.

The cucumbers are 
gathered wnen from two tothrco inches 
long, and by picking them in this con­ 
dition a very large number are pro­ 
duced on each vino. 
Four plants arc 
left in each hill and the ends of the 
vines should be pinched in to encourage 
side shoots, which boar most fruit. 
—Dolly Van leu Cake.—Three eggs, 
two cups of white sugar, two-thirds of i 
a cup of butter, three cups of flour, one 
cup of sweet milk, one teaspoonful of 
cream of tartar, half a teaspoonful of 
soda, take half the mixture, flavor it 
with lemon and bake in two tins, as for 
jelly cake; to other half add one table­ 
spoonful of 
molasses, one 
cup of 
chopped raisins, one teaspoonful each 
of cinnamon, cloves and nutmeg. Bake 
in two tins. 
Put the cake together 
with jelly; a light-colored layer at the 
bottom, the light one being It 
to crumble. 
-Lice on cows, calves, dogs and 
poultry should be attacked by means of 
some oily or greasy substance. This 
kills them. 
Sulphur is also fatal to 
them. 
Persian insect powder is the 
I test of all remedies. 
This is to be had 
at all the drug stores. 
Whatever rem­ 
edy is applied should be rubbed iuto 
the hair and onto the skin, so as to 
reach the vermin. 
Liuseed-oil and 
sulphur well mixed together is an effec­ 
tive remedy when it is thoroughly well 
applied. 
But it is useless to kill the 
lice all over the back of an animal aud 
leave a colony alive on the brisket or 
under tho thighs, where they usually 
abound, as in miscast* they soon spread 
all over the animal again.—N. 
Y.

capes from manure heaps; on the con­ 
trary it is a more disagreeable odor, 
siiniliar to that of rotten eggs.

mixed in the heap all the ammonia will 
be caught and held by it, and tho water 
contained in the manure will also hold 
a large quantity (700 times its bulk) of 
it, aud will not give it off at a heat that 
eau be raised iu a manure pile.

Carlyle’s Personal Appearance. 


Tim Boston Home Journal contains an 
article on Carlyle, from the pen of Mr. 
Goo. M. Towle, which derives additional 
value from his having visited him twelve 
years ago. Carlyle’s appearance is thus 
described: 
A rather thick-9et figure, of medium 
hoight, somewhat bent, with rounded 
shoulders; awkwardly and heavily built; 
ungainly and cumbrous in movement; 
attired in clothes which only just escaped 
the imputation of shabbiness, and which 
confessed themselves open to the charge 
of being an execrable fit; unusually 
large and ugly feet, incased in heavy 
shoes; these were the first impressions 
of the man as he slowly walked past, in 
a dreamy state which kept his eyes fixed 
on vacancy. 
The movement of tho 
body was somewhat affected by age; 
but the long stride indicated what a 
sturdy pedestrian he must have once 
been. The face, overshadowed by a big 
slouch hat, was certainly one never 
to be forgotten. 
You thought you rec­ 
ognized a sort of typification of tho 
Scottish national traits; grim adherence 
to opinion, the puritanic earnestness and 
obstinacy; the strength and solidity and 
searching force of the higher ranpe of 
S c o ttisn intellect. 
The hair was thick, 
knotty, gray, and grew far down on the 
forehead in plenteous tufts. 
The fora* 
head was low, broad, and projected 
over the eyes. The eyes were very deep 
and set in their large caverns, aud were 
shaded by heavy, bristling brows; they 
were small, dull, and of a grayish blue 
color. 
The nose was straight and bold, 
but fine and sensitive—the only delicate 
feature of the face. 
The almost shape­ 
less mouth—with scarcely a curve, the 
nether lip slightly protruding beyond 
the upper, was half hid beneath a short, 
bristling gray mustache, and a rather 
closely-cut gray beard, which seemed 
all tangled ana knotted, and covered 
each cheek as wen as the chin. Tho ex­ 
pression of the farrowed features, with 
their strong deep lines crossing the 
cheeks, was somber, thoughtful, and 
wrapt. 
Yon could almost read the 
troublous history of a mind agitated 
through a long life, in the stern and re­ 
pelling force of this expression.

MUI-Feeds. 


One of the most important and valu­ 
able cattle foods is the waste of the 
miller. This consists of the refuse husk 
or skin of the ^rain that is left when 
wheat is ground and bolted into flour. 
This waste product has become a staple 
feeding stuff, and the quantity annually 
produced in this country is enormous. 
Considering that thrcc-fourths of the 
product of wheat is made into flour at 
nome, and the remainder only is ex­ 
ported whole, and that the waste is 
equal to twenty per cent., we have the 
e*]uivalent of 60.000,000 
bushels of 
wheat, or 3,600,000 pounds of these 
wastes available for cattle food. 
It is 
very well worth while, therefore, to in­ 
vestigate the actual feeding value of 
these wastes, because the)' vary in kind 
and in quality. 
In fact, there is much 
local ignorance and misapprehension in 
regard to these substances, for they are 
not even recognized by name in many 
places. We have bran, coarse and line, 
coarse 
and fine middlings, shorts, 
sharps, mill stuffs, ship studs and mill 
feed. 
Some of these are synonymous, 
and with some of them there is an im­ 
portant difference in quality according 
to the variation in the process of manu­ 
facture. 
For in the old process of mill­ 
ing much less flour is taken out of the 
grain, and much more of the flour is 
left in the waste than in tho new proc­ 
ess. 
The modern improvements in 
milling, 
such 
as 
the 
middlings 
purifiers aud 
double 
and 
treble 
grindings, take out all the flour that is 
possible by the ingenuity of the miller 
and the mechanic, but they leave the 
most valuable part for cattle foods. 
Bran, the shelly, outer husk, is gener­ 
ally known everywhere by that name. 
Coarse middlings, sharps and shorts are 
used to designate the mixed product, 
which consists of the finer portions of 
the bran and the coarsest part of the 
meal. 
Middlings is a coarse meal-like 
product, dark, and yet free from bran, 
excepting that portion of it which has 
been finely broken up in the old system 
of close grinding. 
Fine middlings is 
more like coarse flour; and is often used 
as such by the poorest purchasers, to 
whom the low price is an inducement 
to use this coarse food. Mill stuffs is 
an Eastern term applied to the whole 
of the miller’s wastes bundled and 
mixed together, and including bran and 
middlings of all grades. The 44 fine 
feed” of Boston is equivalent to the 
coarse middlings and sharps of other 
localities. 
44 oilip-stuffs” is identical 
with mill-stutts, and is a localism prev­ 
alent in the South and W est 
AU these products are on the market, 
and offered at the most reasonable 
prices to farmers and dairymen. The j 
present year the most costly of them 
can lie purchased by the ton for less 
money than good hay.—Henry Stewart^ 
inN.
